This has been the experience of Mrs. Halcyon 
Childs. who has just laid down the work of 
teaching in the St. Louis public schools, which 
she began. in 1858, and to which she has given 
nearly a half-century of her lit-. 

Those whom Mrs. Childs taught in the old 
Jefferson, Franklin, Stoddard, Lincoln and Chou- 
teau Schools, and the pupils of the Bryan Hil]! and 
Ashland Schools, of which she was principal, 
know that she was not the sort of teacher to 
take her troubles often to the superintendent or 
the board. She was generally equal to such 
emergencies as might be created by unruly pupils 
or a disorderly “gang.” e 

But this resolute woman, who in her time has 
defied parents’ organizations, is very ready to 
acknowledge that there are some situations in 
school work which it takes a man to handle. 

“One of the pleasantest things about my school 
work,” she said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “has 
been the readiness of the higher officials, es- 
pecially the assistant superintendents, to give 
needed help in matters of discipline. 

“There are some boys with whom a woman 

can’t do much. It is also true that there are 
boys with whom a woman teacher can deal 
better than a man. But I am speaking now of 
the other kind. 
“The boys who give a woman teacher the most 
trouble are generally the ones who have given 
their mothers the most trouble. The mothers 
usually tell the teachers how bad the boys are, 
and then throw up their hands and leave all the 
retponsibility on the teacher,

OS “partioutar when a mother has made a 


S work teaching may be mostly women’s 


particularly thorough failure, the 

teacher finds she can’t do’ much with 

the boy, either. She can’t give her whole time 

to one boy, and it might not do much good if 
she did. 

“The board and thé superintendent have always 

left us teachers free to use the rod—or strictly 

speaking, the rattan. Frequently that has proven 


 t> be all that was needed, but @ Woman can only 


whip about so hard, and it is sometimes better 
to turn a boy over to one of the assistant super- 
intendents. 

“T recall one boy who was so wilful that 
nothing seemed to do him any good. Finally I 


gent him to Assistant Superintendent Collins, I 


didn’t know what Mr, Collins would do with him. 
The next day the boy was back in his place, 
paying the best sort of attention, and after that 
he made no more trouble. 

“I asked him one day what happened when he 
went to see Mr. Collins. He said Mr. Collins 
talked to him. What he remembered best was 
what the assistant superintendent told him, ‘It 
all depends on you.’ 

“He had done the one thing that needed to be 
done for that boy. He had shown him his respon- 
sibility and had aroused his self-respect. All 
the whippings that could have been given him 
would not have had such an effect. 

“I have used corporal punishment, especially 
in the first part of the school year. There have 
been cases that I saw no other way of dealing 
with. I have found the least need of punish- 
ment among the children of German families in 
South St. Louis, and that has been because the 
matter of discipline was thoroughly attended to 
at home,” 


Believes Changes in

BRS. CHILDS believes most of the changes 
- that have been made in teaching methods 
er Guring her long experience have been 
changes for the better. But she excepts the 
free book plan from the list of things she com-

“The free-book plan seemed like a boon to 


the public,” she said, “but it has been true in 


this, as in other things, that what is free is not 
regarded highly. ) : 

“The children are not careful of the books, 
and the teachers have to give a good deal of 
time and effort to keep the books in any. sort 
ef condition for use. Then, too, when the books 
are not personal possessions, but just part of 
the equipment, like the desks and blackboards, 
the pupil loses that personal feeling of associa- 
tion with his books which helps to build up a 
love for books in general. 

“jn my school days, most of the children pre- 
served their school books, and made them the 
beginnings of their libraries. Now the child has 
no such nucleus for a collection of books, but 


must turn his books over to another child when 


he has done with them. 

“And when we give so much attention to sani- 
tary matters, doing away with public drinking 
cups as we have, it would be worth while to 
consider whethor the boolss passed on from one 


child to another may not pe just as dangerous 
to health. 


Done Well in the World.

Great Improvement Has 

Been Shown in Writing. 

ENMANSHIP is one of the things which, Mrs. 
P Childs believes, the teachers have learned 
most about in her time. 

“Once”, she said, “we used to think that the 
writing the child showed us was the thing, no 
matter how long it took him to do it or how bad 
a position he took. The result was that the 
child, who took great time and pains to do his 
school writing correctly, had to write more 
quickly when he left school, and with his in- 
correct methods would soon develop a mere 
scrawl. 

“The better method of teaching. penmanship 
was one of the things on which the late Supt. 
Soldan was most insistent. He m@de the chil- 
dren sit in hygienic positions, with their shoul- 
ders and eyes ata proper angle to the desk, 
and write, not slowly, but rapidly, to a count, 
one, two, three. The result is that the writing 
in our schoois now is vastly better than it was, 

“Children spell better, too, than in the days 
when they were taught wholly by rote. The

plan of writing words out on the blackboard, and 
then letting the children ‘write it in the air’ has 
been a great help to their memories, Geography 
is another study that means more to the chil-

Picnics have been an occasion of strife between 
Mrs, Childs and the school patrons’ alliance of 
the Ashland School. She prefers picnics of a 
class or a room at a time, under the trees of 
Forest or O’Fallon Park, to the summer garden 
picnics which all is red lemonade, merry-go- 
rounds and excitement, and which some of the 
parents seem to enjoy. 

She has found, she says, that the quiet pionioc 
usually gives the children impressions that they 
can make into essays the next day, and that the 
other sort of picnic leaves them in a state where 
they can neither write essays nor do anything 
else. This was one of her objections to school 
patrons’ associations—that they fostered things 
which distracted the children from their studies. 
She would never let the formation of the alliance 
be perfected in the New Ashland School, of which 
she was principal for the last 14 years of her 
long service. 


Full Half Century Broken 
by a Vacation of 6 Years. 


HE six years respite from teaching which 
Mrs. Childs took in the ‘sixties, after her 
marriage, kept herfrom completing a record 

of a half century as a teacher. With 48 years to 
her credit, she believes she would be the Nestor 
—or Nestress—of the St. Louis public schools, 
were it not for Miss Anna Grant of the Monroe 
School. Miss Grant, she says, began at about 
the time she did, and has served almost continu- 
ously.

Child’s first work. was in the Jefferson 
at Ninth and Wash streets, then a fine 
new building. She taught in the Franklin and 
Stoddard Schools, and left the latter to marry 
her former teacher, Prof. Cc, F. Childs of the old 
High School at Fifteenth and Olive streets. She 
had been a member of the first class graduated 
from that school, After Prof. Childs’ death, she 
returned to her former work, and was 15 years 
at the Chouteau School and 12 years principal 
of the Bryan Hill, before taking charge of the 
Ashland. 

‘It’s like leaving home for me to forsake the 
schools, after all these years as pupil and 
teacher,” said Mrs. Childs. “TI will hardly realize 
the change so much this summer, because it is 
vacation time, but along in.

“T haven’t any particular plans, except to stay 
here at home (a flat at 4561 McKinley avenue) 
and care for my sister, who needs me. I shall 
always be interested in school work, but I don’t 
agree with the National Educational Association 
that woman needs the Dallot.

Helen Macoch, Affinity of Father Dalmatius 
of Poland, Gets Letters Even From 
Swains in America.

PITROKOFF, Russian Poland, July 13.—Helen 
Macoch, affinity of Father Dalmatius, a Pauline 
monk, sentenced to 12 years’ hard labor for 
the murder of Helen’s husband in a cell of the 
Czenstochowa monastery, has many admirers, even 
in prison, ‘where she is paying the penalty. by a 
term of three. years for sharing the monk’s secret 
and accepting stolen money. 


Several letters have reached her from America, 
with offers of marriage as soon as she is free. 
One from a farmer in Maine states that she alone 
can bring: him happiness. Another is from a 
youth who read of her in the Post-Dispatch and 
concludes that she is the monk’s victim. Letters

with offers.also come from an engineer in Valadi- 


vostok, a clerk in Germany and an actor in Italy. 
But she has lovers nearer at hand, for a prison- 
er in. the next cell, doing four years for 
spying, has asked her to wait for him when she 
gets outside. He made a hole in the wall and 
they passed love letters when the sentries were 
dozing. He was moved further. away because 
Dalmatius, who suspected her of flirting, told 
the authorities what was going on. Dalmatius 
says he. will kill himself if Helen deserts him 
for another. But she and the ex-spy manage a 
quiet flirtation during exercise time. The monk, 
watching them from his cell, goes mad with 
jealousy and writes notes full of reproaches to 
Helen. These had no effect, so ne denounced her 
to the Governor, and she is now without table 
and chair, for punishment. . 
This prison drama has culminated in the,monk’s 
writing to the prior of his old monastery that 
Helen has. $17,000 saved, all of which he stole 
for her from the monastery’s treasury. He urges 
the prior to make Helen give it up. : 
Helen is a stout, dark woman of twenty-eight 
wh a flat face and a forbidding expression.

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NEW PROTEST OVER 
WIFE’S SISTER 
CASE. 


Churchmen OCriticise House of Lords’ Act- 
ion, Insisting Upon Civil Law 
Preference.

LONDON, July 13.—Churchmen are protesting 
against the action of the House of Lords in dis- 
mising Canon Thompson’s appeal against the de- 
cision of the Court of Arches monishing him for 
refusing holy communion to Mr. and Mrs. A. N. 
Banister of Norwich, on the ground that they 
were “open and notorious evil livers,” 


They insist in effect that temporal authority 
cannot make that to be not sin which the church 
teaches to be sin. 

The chain of actions, civil and .ecclestiastical, in 
this case grew out of the marriage of Banister 
to his deceased wife’s sister. They went to 
Canada to escape the English law against such 
marriages, and were there wedded Aug. 12, 1907. 
Aug. 28 of the same year marriages of this sort 
were legalized in England, and as the law was 
retroactive Banister and his wife became en- 
titled to all the legal rights of man and wife. 

But here church law and civil law came into 
conflict, because the rubric in the communion 
service of the Church of England, which has tHe 
sanction also of the statutes, provides that the 
clergyman may deny the communion to persons 
who are “open and notorious evil livers,” such as 
the church regarded Mr. and Mrs. Banister to be. 

After the pair’s return from Canada, Canon 
Thompson, Vicar of Eaton, whose parishioners 
they were, refused to cOmmunicate them. They 
procured a decision in the Arches Court of Can- 
terbury that his refusal was illegal. It became 
the duty of the Dean of Arches to issue a moni- 
tion warning Canon Thompson to abstain in the 
future from refusing the sacrament to Mr. and 
Mrs. Banister. , 

The Divisional, Court refused Canon Thomp- 
son’s appeal, which followed, and he took the 
matter to the House of Lords, where his cause 
was finally dismissed, eo ee ;

A Hupgarian archbishop, who published a book 
at the time of Archduchess Marie Valerie’s mar- 
riage, tells a satory which confirms this. One 
time the King and Queen of Greece, on their way 
to Copenhagen, paid a visit to the Emperor and 
Mmpress of Austria. They had two sons with 
them. Empress Elizabeth took them to little 
Valerie’s playroom and told her young daughter 
ta be very, very nice to the Greek boys, who 
were her guests during a whole afternoon. In 
the evening, when the Empress went in her 
splendid dinner dress to bid her little girl good- 
might, she found the Princess in tears, surrounded 
by the ruins of nearly all her toys. The royal 
Greek boys had beheaded all the dolls and torn

That was last May, when Em- 
peror William was staying with his sons and 
daughter, but without the Empress, at the villa 
Achilleion in Corfu. 

On the very day when the first army inspection 
was to take place Crown Princess Sophie left 
Athens for Corfu, and when her brother and his 
family started for home, she went with them 
and has not since returned to Greece. She is 
staying at Darmstadt at present, on a visit to 
her youngest sister, Princess Frederick Charles 
of Hesse, the happy mother of six boys, among 
whom are two pairs of twins. In this happy fam- 
lly circle Crown Princess Sophie celebrated her 
42d birthday, for she was born just a month be- 
fore France declared war on Prussia in 1870. 
Among the guests was Crown Prince Constantin, 
her husband, who traveled without an hour’s in- 
terruption from Corfu te Darmstadt, ' a journey 
of 40 hours, to be present.

Prof, A. E. Kindervater, supervisor 
of the Physical Training Department 
of the St Louis Public Schools, has 
returned from Indianapolis, where he 
attended the annual meeting of the 
North American Gymnastic Union 4s

The North American Gymnastic 
Union is the oldest and largest or- 
genhization in the country devoted to 
physical education of persons of all | 
ages. It was founded in 1850, has 
spread all over the United States and 
consists of 228 societies or clubs, and 
a membership of 39,476, all men, 18 
years or older. : 

Kindervater’s Views 

Speaking of the organization and 
‘the meeting, Mr. Kindervater said: 

“The chief aim and activity of the 
Union is to advocate and teach sys- 
tematic all around physical develop- 
ment “for the sake of physical ef- 
ficiency and good health.» The N. 
A. G Union was the first organiza~ 
tion to establish a normal school of 
physical training, when teachers for 
this branch were educated and pre- 
pared as missionaries for’ this good 
cause. This institute founded in 
the. city of New -York back In the 
60s, has developed into a regular 
college with the State authority of 
conferring degrees, is located in In- 
dianapolis and has given to its own 
and the public schools of this coyn- | 
try many efficient and enthusitstic 
teachers of physical education. 

Interesting Papers Read, 

Many highly interesting and val- 
uable papers were read and topics 
discussed upon as many different 
phases of physical activities, show- 
ing the large field these activities 
cover and their necessity and value 
for-our growing generation. Among 
all these papers the following re- 
ceived the most attention: “What are 
the chief aims in a modern course 
of physical education,” “the plaq of 
dancing, in its various forms, in our 
course of. physical education,” “the 
need and value of well equipped and 
pledsantly located rooms for read- 

g, playing.games and Social gath-* 
erings, in the club houses,” “the 
value of special courses in physical 
training for leaders, as they have 
been conducted in various cities dur- 
ing the Yast five years,” “should the 
societies take up swimming as one 
of their regular activities, wherever 
possible?” “gwhat influence will the 
Sisintucteelet physical training, in- 
to the public night schools, have up- 
on the attendance in the society’s 
evening classes?” 

“In what way can outings and 
walking clubs be organized and these 
beneficial activities made popular 
among the masses?’’ 

“Is it a mission of our societies to 
establish and maintain camps for 
members and pupils during the Sum- 
mer months, and how can it be ac- 
complished?” 

“Various annoyances in many of 
the societies, physical training schools 

‘- and means to avoid or cure them.” 

Every one of the topics brought out 
a lively discussion, in which the most 
valuable points were thoroughly 
utred, formed into resolutions and 
unanimously recomménded for prac- 
tice, 

At the closing of the convention a 

‘four weeks-Summer extension course 
in various physical and mental ac- 
tivities was started by the Normal 
College, and 66 teachers of physica! 
training, half men and half women, 
enrolled.

“The college is fully equipped with 
gymnasium, JAboratories, lecture 
rooms, dressing rooms, shower baths 
for both men and women and having 
free use of the Butler College Ath- 
letic field. The extension:course will 
be more pleasure than work say the. 

After two days of ob- 
jservation of the above work I came 
away with the sincere conviction that 
the large majority of these mission- 
aries for the physical betterment of 
the race will go back to their field 
of activity much stronger, more ef- 
ficient and more enthustastic for the 
ood cause of physical education.”

LEGISLATORS’ PAY 


If, Voters Approve Increase Coun- 
cilmen and Delegates Will 
Get $1800 a Year. 











Mayor Kreismann announced yester- 
day that he will sign the bill recently 
passed by the Municipal Assembly in- 
creasing the salary of the members of 


the House of Delegates and Council to 
$1800 a year. The members of the As- 
semblf® now receive $25 a month. The 
salary increase will have to be author- 
ized by a charter amendment and will 
be submitted to a vote of the people at 
the November election. 

If the proposed increase is approved 
by the voters the present members of 
the Assembly will not receive the in- 
crease unless they are re-elected. The 


salaries of the lawmakers cannot be in- 


creased during their terms in office, 
according to law. The members elected 
to the House and Council next spring 
will profit by the new salary rate, if the 
bill becomes a law. This would stimu- 
late interest in the election for those 
positions. 

The bill provides. that members who 
are absent from meetings of the As- 
sembly shall forfeit $5 from their salary 





{for each absent mark at roll call. Sup- 
porters of the measure declare that the

The fire was so far advanced that 
the three women and the child had 
difficulty in escaping, clad in night- 
clothes and sheets. They awakened 
neighbors, and in a few minutes the 
sidewalks were filled with hastily- 
clad men and women, most of them 
prominent in St. Louis society. 

St. Lonisans Aroused. 

Wallace Delafield, whose cottage 
is near‘the Parrish cottage, was one 
of the first to start work with buck- 
ets. It was too late to save the Par- 
rish house, but the cottagers wet 
down tle.adjoining dwellings until 
the volunteer fire brigade: arrived 
from Harbor.

In connection 
with the fact that Lorimer is the 
first Senator ever actually excluded 
from the body, it.is recalled that two 
other similar cases reached a de- 
cisive stage, but the sitting members, 
Caldwell of Kansas and Clark of 
Montana, resigned before a vote 
could be taken. 

Senators Cullom and’ Curtis gave 
out statements, explaining their 
change from the previous vote. Cul- 
lom declared new evidence brought 
out in the second investigation of 
the Lorimer case demonstrated that 
the election had been accomplished 
by briber¥Y and corruption.

The allegation that Theodore W. Ses- 
singhaus of 8678 Hickory street exacted 
tribute. from nickelodeon singers by 
compelling them to take music lessons 
from him at $1 each, on penalty of being 
driven out of employment, was made 
yesterday at the Prosecuting Attorney's 
office and to the State Factory Inspector 
by Miss Louise List and Miss Pearl 
Lawler of 4398H Olive street. Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Wilson told Ses- 
singhaus that he must reform certain 
particulars of his “‘school for vocal mu- 
sic” before July 16 or imcur court 
charges. 

Miss List related that Sessinghaus as- 
sailed her publicly in an airdome at Mc- 
Nair avenue and Pestalozzi street with 


@ demand that she pay $61 which he] ' 
alleged she owed him for vocal lessons. | 


He declared that he would garnishee 


her salary, she said, and see to it that] 


She never got employment as a singer 
in St. Louis. He also sent a lawyer to 
her, she declared, who told her that he 
would file suit against her. 

Complaint Made by Girl. 

The initial complaint concerning Ses- 
singhaus’ methods was made by a young 
girl who said he obtained work for her 
on a singing circuit at $9 a week and 
compelled her to reimburse him by tak- 
ing six lessons a week at $1 each, leav- 
ing her $ of her wages. She mentioned 
this allegation. to a friend employed ‘in 
the Factory Inspector’s office and an 
investigation resulted. 

Sessinghaus told Miss List, she assert- 
ed, that a string of 10 airdomes in South 
St. Louis was his “own private circuit,’ 
and that no persons could be employed 
as singers unless they took lessons from 
him, 

“Last October,” said Miss List to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “Sessinghaus ad- 
vertised for a soprano, and Miss Lawler 
answered. He told her he needed a 
contralto also, and I went to him. 

“‘He told me plainly at the very first 
that he would give me employment only 
on conditidn that I fdok lessons from 
him. I agreed, and he found work for 
me at $15 a week. Of this he took $6 
& week under the guise of payment for 
lessons. If I had to sing at a matinee 
and missed a lesson, he charged me $1 
for it just the same. 


Says He Had No Method. 

“I had taken lessons from a trained 
voca] teacher in the Musical Arts Build- 
ing. Sessinghaus had no method what- 
ever. He would put a song on the 
piano and say: ‘You sing it and I'll 
play it.’ ‘Singing is a mere matter of 
muscle,’”” was one of his favorite max- 
ims. ‘Never mind expression,’ he would 
say, ‘but just make noise. Throw your 
voice out, loud, loud, loud!’ 

“I suggested that he give me vocal 
exercises, but he said I didn’t need 
them. Sometimes I would sing in false, 
taroaty tones to see if he would correct 
me. But he didn’t. 

“One day I met his cousin, a piano 
teacher who was trained abroad. I told 
her I was taking lessons from Sessing- 
‘Why,’ she exclaimed, ‘he used 
to work in a mill.’ 

“When I would go to take a lesson 
the first thing he would do was to lift 
the cat from the plano stool. Then, dur- 
ing the hour, there would be all 
kinds of distractions. The dog would 
come in. and bark.. The baby would 
pound on the piano keys. Tradesmen 
would interrupt to talk business. Then 
Mrs. Sessinghaus would enrer at the 
end of a song and, naming some other 
pupil would say: “Oh, Miss So-and-so 
sings that so beautifully” in accents not 
at all flattering to the pupil present. 
She would often boast of her husband’s 
star pupil, who was getting all of $18 
a week in a stock company. 


Had to Go Back, 

“I stood this from October until 
February: Once I rebelled and he told 
me he would make it impossible for me 
te get work until I resumed the 
lessons. Sure enough, no one would em- 
ploy me. He got his influence with the 
airdome managers by relieving them of 
the trouble of. finding singers. About 
three days,later he called. me up and 
asked me whether I had decided to come

back to him. I told him I had heard 
that starvation was a mighty hard 
death, so that I’d have to do as he 
wished. 

“after I had paid him $41 in cash 
for lessons I decided to get even. So 
I managed to put him off from week 
to week. That’s how he got the bill 
against me for $61. I shan’t pay it, 
because I believe I’ve already paid 
him $41 too much.” 

Miss List was in the hospital two 
weeks and then went out to seek 
work. She found it in a theater which 
had formerly belonged to Sessing- 
haus’ circuit, but which had left it, 
Sessinghaus forced himself into her 
presence, she said, and demanded 
payment of his bill. The manager 
took him by the arm and led him out- 
side, related she, but he waited until 
she went out and brandished the Dill 
in her face. “I’ll fix it so. you can’t 
get a job,” she said he shouted. But 
she found steady work, she asserted, 
on other circuits. 
“Those charges are not true,” said 
Sessinghaus when told by a reporter 
what Miss List had related. “I 
charged her for the lessons only. She 
had employment on the circuit ‘as 
long as she took lessons. When ‘she 
quit studying, her voice got so bad 
we had to drop her from the circuit.” 

Miss List replied that Sessinghaus 
had changed his opinion from that 
he expressed when she first began 
taking lessons. Then he told her, she 
asserted, as he told all of his pupils, 
that she had a magnificent voice.

Civic League and Business Asso- 
ciations Efforts Are 
Popular.

nicfpal sand beaches, 


Louis parks soon will contain mu- 
swimming pools 
and shower baths, where little folks can 
play and grown folks take refuge from 


the heat, if the efforts of the West End 
Business Men’s Association and other 
business and civic organizations are not 
in vain. 

The campaign for park beaches and 
pools is being waged under the general 
direction of the Civic League, but the 
West End organization is especially 
active in behalf of the project. The 
North St. Louis Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, the South Broadway Merchants’ 
Association and the Tenth Ward Im- 








provement Association also are support- 
ing the plan. 

The West End Business Men’s Associ- 
ation has passed resolutions pledging 
its members to work for the municipal 
pools and soliciting the co-operation of 
other organizations, citizens and the 
press. It advocates the establishment 
of the beaches in Forest, O'Fallon, 
Tower Grove, Carondelet, Fairground 
and all parks where practicable. 

Other Cities Have Them. 

Supporters of the project argue that 
St. Louis in this respect should be 
abreast of other big cities, which have 
doubled the value of their parks and 
playgrounds by putting tin bathing 
beaches. In Chicago, particula~'y, the 
plan has been carried out as far as 
possibie. Although Chicago has the 
magnificent beach of Lake Michigan, 
with miles of smooth sand and long 
reaches of water, where people can 
play, it has established the municipal 
pools in every part of town. The 
breathing spots and playgrounds in its

beaches. New York also has done a

and soap supplied by the city are 
charged 5 cents each. “hat this plan 
would be very popular in ‘St. Louis is 
proved by the thousands who pay every 
day to get into the bathing beaches re- 
cently opened at summer gardens. 

It has been suggested that the lagoon 
system in Forest Park, a heritage from 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, be 
drained, enlarged and made suitable 
fo. bathing beaches, while at the same 
time, rowboats and canoes could be op- 
erated over the waterways as at pres- 
ent. In most of-the other parks there 
are lakes where beaches easily could 
be laid Or places where lakes could 
quickly be made.

Following an all-day reception at the 


American Hotel, Attorney-General Elli- 


ott W. Major departed last night for 
Jefferson City bearing the assurances 
of his St. Louis political lieutenants and 
scores of personal friends that his can- 
didacy for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor will receive the substantial 
support of St. Louis voters at the pri- 
mary election, Aug 6. 

Major told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had decided to make a speak- 


ing tour of St. Louis, beginning 
Tuesday, July 30. At that time, he said, 
he will make a detailed statement of 
his position on the subject of home rule 
for the St. Louls Police Department and 
the Excise Commissioner’s office, be- 
sides defining his attitude on the regu- 
of the traffic. He de- 
clared on his arrival here yesterday 
that he favors bipartisan police and ex- 
cise boards for St. Louis, to be elected 
directly by the people. 

Under his proposed plan the courts 
would be empowered to remove a dere- 
lict police or excise oficial, thereby 
removing the Gevernor absolutely from 
a voice in the management of local 
police or excise affairs. He expressed 
the option that the existingbipartisan 
Board of Election Commissioners should 
remain unchanged. 

Thinks Trial Should Be Given, 

‘“Yhe election machinery, he _ said, 
‘is probably a matter over which the 
State should have control. and the sys- 
tem now in effect should be given a 
trial before any change is made. 

Among the St. Louisans who called 
on Major promising him support in the 
campaign were the following: William 
EF. Woerner, Democratic candidate for 
Mayor of St. Louis in 199; former Cir- 
cuit Judge Jesse A. McDonald; Perry 
Francis, whose father, David R. Fran- 
cis, has a controlling interest in the 
St. Louis Democratic organ; Lee Barton, 
editor of the ®t. Louis County Argus: 
Fred Reid, former Mayor of Ferguson; 
Archie P. Edmonston, Assistant State 
Labor Commissioner under the Folk 
administration; Col. Martin Collins, 
Charles Scholl, Frank P. Furlong, Si- 
mon Bass, Campbell Cummings (who is 
special prosecutor under the Attorney- 
General) and Attorney Cornelius P.

The greatest delays were occa~ 
sioned by the strengthening of weak 
bridges, eight. hours being required 
in one day. Forty bridges were ex- 
amined the following day near Mar- 
shalltown., 

Rainstorms at times have turned 
the roads into heavy gumbo and have 
made travel slow and difficult. In 
spite of this, however, the truck made 
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a run of 97 miles in a day between 
Boone and Arion, Io., with the tem- 
perature at 98 degrees. The truck also 
had to combat a rise in altitude of 
550 feet for the day. 

In 19 days on the road this truck 
has covered more than 1800 miles 
since leaving the factory of its own- 
ers, Charles W. Young & Co., of Phil- 
adelphia, with a cargo of soap for 
the silk mills at Petaluma, Cal. 


INCREASE IN ACCIDENTS 


According to the police reports and 
‘omparisons there has been a large 
increase in the number of automobile 
accidents in St. Louts recently. 

According to the figures of the 
police there were 1272 automobile ac- 
cidents in 8t. Louis in 1911. Twenty- 
two persons lost their lives in these 
accidents. Of these but five were 
killed in the downtown section. In 
the West End section, covered by the 
Page boulevard and the Newstead 
avenue stations, there were but 315 
accidents, and none of these was 
fatah indicating that the joy riders 
and drunkards do not frequent the 
West End when out for carnage.

“A subject that appeals to automo- 
bile owners is the establishment of a 
system of national highways, connect- 
ing every large city and place of na- 
tional interest from coast to coast,” 
writes M. J. Hammers, genera] man- 
ager of the Abbott Motor Co., to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“It is astonishing when one thinks 
of the attention given the subject of 
road building during’ the days of es- 
tablishment of our government, that 
enthusiasm should dwindle down to 
such a*degree as to be incomparably 
outstripped by progress made along 
other lines. 

“But I believe the country is now 
very much awake. Nearly everybody 


from the President down is talking s 


good roads. It is not an unweighed 
statement to say that the matter is 
one of universal importance. Few 
subjects relating to material inter- 
ests are so broad in their scope, It 
touches the interests of the million- 
aire, the farmer and the mechanic 
alike. 

“A uniform system of good roads 
will be a great step in the solution 
of the problem of high cost of living. 
Millions of dollars are annually lost 
to the farmer because he is unable 
to get his produce to market at the 
right time and city prices are kept 
high because produce cannot be ob- 
tained. Good roads the year around 
will contribute as much to prosperity, 
development and welfare of the en- 
tire nation as the railway, the inter- 
urban, the automobile or the tele- 
phone to some communities. 

“Nothing retards civilization and 
progress like inaccessibility. The bar- 
riers of the forest or rugged hill are 
ofttimes as effectual as seclusion be- 
hind a prison wall. With good roads 
through the Cumberland Valley, the 
Ozark Mountains, and many other 
such districts, the notorious poverty 
and ignorance in those communities 
would disappear within a few years, 
and the great wealth of natural re- 
sources of these regions opened for 
the enjoyment of millions of people. 

“No expenditure of public money 
could be more profitably made than 
in building national highways and 
assisting the states in road improve- 
ment, It has been figured out by 
Government officials that the $10,- 
000,000 spent for the modern battle- 
ship would build and pave with best 
brick 666 miles of public highway. It 
would be quite impossible to estimate 
the value of 25,000 miles of such 
highways to the country. In the na- 
tional expenditures of nearly $22,500,- 
000,000 since 1875, the expenditures 
for road construction in the states 
amounted to $10,000, against $1,700,- 
000. 000 for the navy.”

AUTO CLUB WILL 
SEND CAR THIEVES 
T0 PENITENTIARY 


Twenty-One Automobiles Were 
Stolen, and Some Damaged 
and Abandoned, in St. Louis 

in a Month. 


a 





The Automobile Club of St. Louis is 
going to put a stop to the stealing of 
automobiles. Members are to be assist- 
ed in prosecutions they start, and de- 
tectives will be employed to find the 


‘thieves. 


During the past month 21 automobiles 
have been stolen in the streets of St. 
Louis. A number of these machines 
have never been located, while some of 
them have been found in other parts of 
the city or county hours or days after 
the theft. Frequently the machines are 
found badly damaged and at times en- 
tirely destroyed. 

The prosecution of these offenders, es- 
pecially that of the joy-riding maniac- 
thief, has been rather lax. The Legis- 
lative Committee of the Automobile Club 
is of the opinion that such offenders can 
be prosecuted for grand larceny, and 
will insist upon a vigorous prosecution 
of all persons detected and arrested 
for ‘automobile thefts. The Automobile 
Club of St. Louis, in this matter, stands 
in the same attitude toward the proteo- 
tion of property rights of its members 
and the enforcement of the law as the 
associations in the rural districts or- 
ganized for the prosecution of horse- 
thieves. 


Offense Is a Felony. 

“The Automobile Club of St. Louis 
will instigate an active war on the 
automobile thieves,’’ said James Hager- 
man Jr. ‘“‘We are always ready to co- 
operate with the authorities in uphold- 
ing the law, and we propose to eliminate 
the automobile thief—both the thief 
who steals for gain and the joy-riding 
maniac-thief. We are advised by our 
Legal Committee that in either case 
the offender is guilty of grand lar- 
ceny, which is a penitentiary offense. 
Then, too, the offenders can be prose- 
cuted for malicious destruction of prop- 
erty in cases where the machine is dam- 
aged. The person who drives an auto- 
mobile must either be the owner or a 
licensed chauffeur, and if we find the 
thief is not a licensed chauffeur we will 
prosecute him for driving without a li- 
cense, and if he is a licensed chauffeur 
we will take steps to have his license 
revoked and place his record on the club 
files. 

“‘We believe that a few prosecutions 
of the offenders will stop this vicious- 
ness on the part of a lot of thoughtless, 
mischievous boys, as well as serve as 
a check to the operations of the criminal 
thieves. There is a case in the Crim- 
inal Court now where the automobile 
of one of the members of the club was 
stolen by a young chap who has been 
guilty of this offense twice within a 
week. In both cases the automobiles 
were damaged.’”’ 


Jones Makesz Two Classes. 
Circuit Attorney Jones divides the 
automobile thieves in two classes— 
the thief who steals for gain and the 
one who steals for a joy ride. The 
first he declares guilty of a felony 
and subject to prosecution on a 


charge of grand larceny, and,if con-| 


victed, to imprisonment; the other 
guilty of a misdemeanor, subject to 
prosecution, and if convicted, to fine, 
The first would come under the jur- 
isdiction of his office, and he de- 
clares he would pfosecute such an 
offender vigorously. The «second 


| class, he says, would come under the 


jurisdiction of the prosecuting attor- 
ney. 

“There are two kinds of automo- 
bile thieves,” said Mr. Jones, “the 
criminal thief, who unlawfully and 
feloneously takes an automobile 
from the owner and converts it to 
his own use; he is guilty of grand 
larceny and if convicted can be sent 
to the penitentiary. The automobile 
thief who takes an automobile, rides 
around in it for awhile and then 
abandons it—shows by the fact that 
he has abandoned it that he did not 
intend to keep it—is only guilty of 
a misdemeanor, in my opinion, and 
can only be prosecuted on such a 
charge.” 

“If, the car is damaged or destroyed 
while in the joy-riding thief’s pos- 
session is he not gullty of grand lar 
ceny?” Mr. Jones was asked. 

“If damaged while in his possession 
it is no crime to law that I know. 
In order to make a case of grand 
larceny the prosecution, in my opin- 
ion, would have to prove the intent 
of keeping the automobile. He could 
be prosecuted for malicious mischief, 
the fact that he took the automobile 
without the consent of the owner 
would constitute a malicious act, put 
that would be a case for the prose- 
cuting attorney. 

“I would advocate a law making 
it a felony to take a car without the 
permission or the consent of the 
owner. A law similar to the law 
making it a felony to drive off cat- 
tle, even though there is no intent 
to steal.” 


Webster Makes One Class. 
George B. Webster, candidate for 


‘the nomination of Circuit Attorney, 


differs with Mr. Jones. Mr. Webster 
is of the opinion that the theft of 
an automobile for any purpose is 
grand larceny, and that prosecution 
on such a charge could be main- 
tained; that the abandoning of the 
automobile does eliminate the crim- 
inal act. 

“The only way to stop the vicious 
practice, which has recently devel- 
oped in St. Louls, that of the lawless 
element stealing tsutomobiles,” said 
Mr. Webster, “is a vigorous prosecu- 








tion of the offenders. .The Automo- 
bile Club of St. Louis is right, in my 
opinion, in its interpretation of the 
law, and should receive the hearty 
support of the authorities in its ef- 
fort to put a stop to the crime.” 


“The stealing of an automobile for 
any purpose whatever is grand larceny, 
and, in my opinion, prosecution on such 
a charge could be maintained. The 
abandonment of the automobile does not 
cut any figure nor eliminate the felo- 
nious act—the stealing of an article 
valued at over $30 constitutes grand lar- 
ceny. Many thieves abandon the arti- 
cles stolen, because they do not want 
to be caught with the goods, as it some- 
times makes it more difficult to secure 
conviction. Grand larceny is well, de- 
fined, and I know of no law palliating 
the offense, or granting a malicious per- 
son the right, and the protection of the 
law, to appropriate the property of an- 
other to his use, for any purpose or any 
length of time, without the owner’s con- 
sent or permission. 

“Two or three vigorous prosecutions 
of automobile thieves would put a stop 
to the practice. The prosecution of a 
charge of misdemeanor would not have 
the effect that a criminal prosecution 


| would have. 





‘for the Regal factory next week. 


They would not object to 
a fine as they would to being deprived 
of their liberty. I would prosecute cases 
of this kind to the limit.” 

Although a reporter was kept waiting 
for an hour, the attitude of Prosecuting 
Attorney Howard Sidener toward the 
automobile thefts was not obtained.

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MISSING 40 YEARS 
MARRIED AGAIN

JOSEPH, Mo., July 13.—A case 
similar to that of Peter Sharp of 
Pittsburg, Kan., and his two wives 
came to light here this week when 
Mrs. Mary Overly asked that the di- 
vorce recently granted her be set 
aside because her husband did not 
carry out an agreement made with 
her before she filed the suit. 

The facts, as disclosed in the case, 
are that nearly 40 years after she had 
last se¢n her husband in Western 
Kansas, Mrs. Overly found him liv- 
ing at Bigelow, Mo. with a second 
wife and another family. The husband, 
Henry C. Overly, is a railroad man in 
Bigelow. Overly left his wife in 
Western Kansas in 1872 to come to 
Missouri. 

From that time until she found him 
in Bigelow, Mrs. Overly never saw or 
heard of her husband. When she did 
not hear of him she began an inves- 
tigation and finally concluded that he 
had been murdered by the notorious 
Bender family, at whose home in 
Montgomery County so many travel- 
ers were killed. Several years later 
she moved to Denver, 

Writes to Husband. 

Several months ago Mrs. Overly 
learned through a childhood friend 
that her husband was living in Bige- 
low, Mo., and opened correspondence 
with him. She says he invited her to 
come to Bigelow and make her home 
with him, representing that she was 
his long lost sister. Overly sent her 
the money to make the trip, she says 
and she came. 

But the situation, after a few days, 
did not appeal to Mrs. Overly’s sense 
of justice and she told the second 
Mrs. Overly the facts in the case. The 
outcome was that Mrs. Overly No. 1 
agreed to obtain a divorce, Overly to 
pay all the expenses of the suit and 
give her money enough to return to 
Denver and keep her comfortably. 
She brought the suit as agreed and 
the divorce was granted by default. 

Now Mrs. Overly charges that her 
husband has failed to carry out the 
agreement he made to pay the ex- 
penses of the case and give her money 
enough to live on and she has ap- 
plied to have the divorce set aside 
on the ground that she testified false- 
ly at the hearing of her application 
for the divorce. She alleged that 
Overly gave her only enough money 
to pay the costs of the divorce. 

First Gave Name as Clark. 

The first Mrs. Overly is 65 years 
old, Overly is an employe of the Bur- 
lington Railroad and.ig in comfort- 
able circumstances. When his first 
wife arrived in Bigelow she gave her 
name as Clark, but after the truth of 
the situation came out she resumed 
the name of Overly.

It Provides for Amendment to 
City Charter, and Is to Be 
Voted on in November. 


The initiative and referendum Dill 
passed a week ago by the Muncipal As- 
sembly was signed yesterday by Mayor 
Kreismann. The measure provides for 
an amendment to the city Charter and 
will be submitted to voters at the No- 
vember election. 7 

The bill provides that hereafter no 
franchise or privilege granted to a public 
utility corporation or company by the 
Municipal Assembly will become opera- 
tive until it is submitted to a vote of 
the people either at a general or spe- 
cial election and is approved by a major- 
ity vote, 

The people receive the right to initiate 
legislation, or propose amendments to 
the Charter by petition, under the pro- 
visions of the bill. If a certain ordi- 
nance is desired a demand that it be 
passed may be made upon the Municipal 
Assembly by a petition of voters. If 
the Assembly fails to pass such pro- 
posed ordinance as submitted, without 
change, within @ days, it must be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. 

If the petition is signed by 15 per cent 
cf the voters at the last election for 
Mayor the proposed ordinance will be 
submitted at the next regular election. 
If the petition is signed by % per cent 
of the voters a special election must 
be called to submit the question. 

If the measure receives a majority of 
the votes cast it becomes a law regard- 
less of the action of the Municipal As- 
sembly. The bill has been approved by 
many business and civic organizations.

Furnishings of Lucerne Hotel on 
Grand Avenue Attached to 
Satisfy Judgment. 


The furnishings of the Lucerne 
Hotel at Grand avenue and Pine 
street were attached yesterday by the 


Sheriff under an execution in the case 
of Mrs. Marion Shields against Mrs. 
E. E. Anthony, proprietor of the ho- 
tel. The levy was made by Deputy 
Sheriff Edward Nolte. None of the 
furnishings was removed, and a 
watchman was left in charge of the 
property, valued by the owner at 
$8000. i 

Mrs. Shields suit was based on two 
notes totaling $500 and also for her 
share of the profits of the hotel for 
the last five years. Last February 
George B. Webster, as referee, rec- 
omended a judgment on the notes 
for $7165.80, including interest. The 
prayer for an accounting was not al- 
This finding was approved 
by Circuit Judge Fisher last Mon- 
day. 

At the hearing before the referee 
it developed that Mrs. Shields lost 
the notes, dated March 20, 1906, while 
shopping in a department store. Mrs. 
Anthony, however, admitted that she 
borrowed $500 from the plaintiff, but 
denied that the latter was entitled 
to any. profits of the business. 

Ascording to Mrs. Shields, at the 
time she loaned the money there 
was a verbal contract of partner- 
ship agreed upon between her and 
Mrs. Anthony. By this contract the 
plaintiff said she was to act as clerk 
and bookkeeper at the Lucerne and 
was to receive her room and board 
and 20 per cent of the profits. 

She said Mrs. Anthony did not pay 
back the loan and also failed to keep 
the verbal contract in regard to 
profits. It was claimed that in the 
period involved in the suit the re- 
ceipts of the business amounted to 
$45,000 and the expenses $32,000. The 
plaintiff claimed her share of this 
should be about $2600. 

Mrs. Anthony denied that there was 
a contract. Because of her denial, 
the referee held that there was no 
evidence on which he could base a 
judgment for an acounting. Both 
sides excepted to the referee’s report, 
but they were overruled by Judge 





Fisher. 

The execution against Mra. An- 
thony included judgment for court 
costs in the case. These costs alone 
amount to $964, making the total 
judgment against the woman $1679. 

Isaac A. Rollins, one of the at- 
torneys for the plaintiff, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the heavy 
court costs were incidental to the 
case being heard by a referee. The 
official, the attorney’ said, was oc- 
cupled 40 days in hearing the testi- 
mony. He was allowed $410. Sten- 
ographic fees and other customary 
expenses added to the costs.

Riordan was in the saloon, according 
to the police report, when someone 
Called him out into the back yard. Al- 
most immediately thereafter four shots 
were fired, two of them taking effect. 

Clark, who is 31 years old, a shoemak- 
er, living at 2917 Lucas avenue, was 4r- 
rested and charged with the shooting, 
owing to the story told by Riordan, who 
also identified Clark at the city hospital 
as the man who had shot him. The po- 
lice are looking for others suspected 
of complicity in the shooting. 

About two months ago, the police say, 
Riordan accused Clark and another man 
named Cornelius Hosty of stealing cloth- 
ing from a room he was then occupying 
at 2927 Franklin avenue. At that time, 
Riordan says, both men swore they 
would “get even’’ with him. 

Clark was in the saloon a short time 
before the shooting, and quarreled with 
Riordan over the latter’s two-months’- 
old charge of theft against him. Riordan 
threatened him with a beer bottle and 
he left the saloon. A little later came 
the call for Riofdan from the back yard, 
followed by the four shots.

ONE MILLION IN DETROIT 


Local Society Presents Reports 
to United Railways Co.* at 
Official’s Request. 


Attendance figures proving the pop- 
ularity of zoological gardens of other 
cities were sent yesterday by the 
Zoological Society of St. Louis to the 
United Rallways Co., which, through 
its superintendent of transporation, 
Bruce Cameron, had requested them. 
Chicago leads, with New York sec- 
ond and Detroit, a city smaller than 
St. Louis, proportionately ahead of 
New York, and perhaps of Chicago 
also. 

These figures are in letters to the 
Zoological Society from similar so- 
Cleties and from park departments 
of other citles. Cameron was much 
impressed by the letters when they 
were read Friday, at the weekly 
meeting of officers and committee 
members of the society, at which he 
was the guest of honor. He inquired 
as to the prices of the different ani- 
mals which could be accepted at pres- 
ent by the Park Commissioner, and 
intimated that the United Railways 
Co. would co-operate in the zoologi- 
eal project. He said he already had 
obtained six charter membership sig- 
natures for the society, and hoped to 
eet some more. .Richard McCulloch. 
vice-president of the company, joined 
the society direct about two weeks 
Ago. 

United Railways Chief Benefictary. 

Officers of the Zoological Society say 


‘ithat the United Railways Co., will be 


the chief beneficiary by a zoological 
garden, as a great majority of the 
hundreds of thousands who are certain 
to visit the animal collection each year 
will pay street car fare to get there. 
Railroads, too,’ will benefit, they say, 
through the fares received in bringing 
from other cities persons attracted to 
this city by the animals, but less direct- 
ly than the street railway gompany. The 
railroads cannot so easily determine the 
extent of that part of their business 
created by a zoological garden, as can 
the street railway company, officer of 
the Zoological Soclety declare. 
Detroit’s big showing is set forth in 
a letter from that city’s commissioner of 
parks and boulevards, M. P. Hurlbut. 
‘The zoo in Belle Isle Park is popular 
with the people,” writes Hurlbut, “but 
it would be hard to accurately estimate 
the number who visit it annually. In 


| the zoo grounds is an aquarium and the 


last fiscal year there passed through 
che aquariam 1,000,080 people. We know 
this, as we are cbliged to direct each 
person who goes in the aquarium and 
the man who does this keeps a record 
on a counting machine, and it is safe to 
say that more people visit the zoo than 
go through the aquarium and a!!l who 
visit the aquarium go through the zoo.”’ 

Cc. B. de Vry, director of the Lin- 
coln Park Zoo, Chicago, confines his 
statement to round numbers, but en- 
closes a ‘clipping from the Chicago 
Tribune showing that a crowd of 
about 200,000, the largest of this sea- 
gon, visited that soological garden 
two weeks ago. He writes: 


Big Attendance in Chicago. 
“We estimate our crowd here be- 


tween 4,000,000 and 6,000,000 each 
year, and it is increasing each year. 
We have from 100,000 to 175,000 peo- 
ple visit our‘soo on a pleasant Sun- 
day.” 

The New York figures although 
smaller, are very specific. They have 
been forwarded by Dr. Wiliam tT. 
Hornaday, director of the New York 
Zoological Park, which is maintained 
by the New York Zoological Society, 
whose members include many of the 
wealthiest men and = women of that 
city. Proef that the New York. in- 
terest In animals grows is submitted 
in these attendance totals:

“pay soo.” It is one of those pay- 
as-you-enter institutions. For this 
reason its attendance suffers some- 
what, there being a public feeling 
that a zoological garden should be 
free to all every day in the week. 

Robert D. Carson, superintendent 
of the Zoological Society of Philadel- 
phia, sent the society’s report for the 
last fiscal year, showing, in addition 
to 168,750 admissions (including 120,- 
080 adults and 386,675 children paying 
at the gates); the issuance of 176,000 
tickets to the Board of ‘PWdéucation 
for the admission of pupils of the 
publio schools. Mr. Carson added with 
a pen this footnote: 

“This year 250,000 were issued to 
the Board of Dducation.”

Effort Is Made ‘to Bull Prices on Spring 


Wheat Damage—Corn and Oats Are 
_ Active, but Are Irregular. 
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Crop-killers endeavored to start @ 
black rust scare In spring wheat the 
past week, but were not successful, 
although they attracted a sufficient 
bullish foliowing to advance wheat 
prices about 8 cents, after an early 
selling movement had spent its force. 
Prices ciosed with an uncertain trend 
yesteraay. . 

It seems rather Yar-fetched to talk 
black rust in the .Northwest under 
the present weather conditions, Black 
rust, according to the go-called ex- 
berts needs continued cold wet weath-~- 
er, Ten days ago these same crop de- 
structionists who are crying rust 
were endeavoring to bull the market 
on dry weather. The temperature in 
the spring wheat belt then was 
around the 100-degree mark, Then 
came much needed rains’ and lower 
temperatures, Within three 
came the cry of black ust. This 
seems even too unreasonable for the 
most culpable trader to swallow. 

The Black Rust Year. 


Again, it is well to remember that 


in only o year has black rust proved 
an actu destroyer of wheat. That 
was in 1904, when the late Corwin H. 
Spencer and a party of friends dis- 
covered the “kiiler’ at work in the 
Northwest fields. Spencer was the 
first to see the possibilities of the 
knew germ, which at that time was 
unknown to the trade. 

On his advices, large lines of wheat 
were accumulated in the St. louis and 
Chicago markets, and then the pits 
took fire. ln 10 days prices rose over 
20 cents a bushel, Later, however, the 
advance was almost entirely lost. 
Ever since then the trade hds yearly 
talked black rust but it has been 
much more of a bugaboo than a real- 
ity as a pricé-maker, 

At the close of the market yester- 
day the weather map and forecast 
indicated clear weather in the spring 
wheat belt, with a good chance for 
higher temperatures, The outlook in 
the Southwest also was for fine clear 
harvesting weather, and the trade 
lookg for a larger run of new wheat 
in the next week. 


With these conditions facing the 
trade and a favorable outlook in the 
Northwest, the pit element is favor- 
ing the selling side on the strong 
spots, and will continue to do so, un- 
less conditiong change materially, . 


Crop Reports Good. 


A feature of the late market yes- 
terday was the report of Expert B, 
W. Snow on conditions in North Da- 
kota and Minnesota. His: wire showed 
no rust signs over a wide area, and 
the crop maturing exceptiorially fa- 
vorable. He predicted a record-break- 
er in spring wheat, if the present out- 
look is ma ntained, and said in most 
sections the crop has had enough 
moisture to bring it to maturity in 
excellent condition. 

The North Dakota crop report, is- 
sued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, also made a very bearish show- 
ing. It placed the percentage of the 
total spring wheat crop in the State 
at 42.4, and made the condition on 
July 1, 92 per cent, against an aver- 
age for the last 10 years of 86. It es- 
timated the condition of oats at 91 


per cent of a normal, against 86 for | 


ears. 

oY wake from the crop outlook other 
news of the week was bearish. The 
cash trade runs away from the mar- 
ket on all the strong days, although 
there has been a good ,demand for 
the new wheat so far received, The 
flour trade is quiet, both here and at 
Minneapolis, while foreign markets 
have failed to develop a crop scare 
of even minor importance. 

In other words the entire wheat 
fields of the world are blooming like 
a rose, the only loss being in the 
domestic winter wheat belt on win- 
ter-killing, which amotints to about 
60.000.000 bu. This, however, has been 
more than made up _ in Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Kansas, and 
even Missouri, which was put down 
for a poor crop, showed an improve- 
ment in July of 12 points in condition, 
according to the State report. 

Corn Bulls Hard, 


Corn bulls had the best of the 
speculative argument in the late mar- 
ket, but the strength was largely the 
result of manipulation in the July 
option in Chicago, where there is con- 
siderable congestion and a possibility 
of a minor squeeze, rather than to 
actual conditionadn the trade. The 
entire corn crop is in a highly prom- 
ising conditiun, the recent hot weather 
having brought it forward, after the 
late wet spring, in a manner that was 
never dreamed of by the most ram- 
n ears. 

Mae atets coming to hand indicate a 
bumper yield in all directions, and 
the crop has been blessed with an 
abundance of moisture at 4& season 
when it is highly necessary for ideal 
wth.

He said 
that a larger percentage of the wealthy 
residents in that- district fail to pay 
their water bills when due than in 
any other section of St. Louis. 

This section, which causes most 
trouble, he said, embraces thé territory 
west from Grand avenue to the city 
limits between Lindell and Page boule- 
vard. This district includes Westmore- 
land place, Portland place, McPherson 
avenue, Westminster place, Kingsbury 
and Washingtén boulevards, Berlin ave- 
nue, and many other streets containing 
raiatial homes. 

840 in Section Owe Water Bills. 

Eight hundred and forty residents of 
this section were. placed on the delin- 
quent lists for nonpayment of water 
rates July 1. The water was turned off 
of several fashionable homes, resulting 
in immediate payment. The total de- 
linquent list in the 12 districts in St. 
Louis numbered 3100. 

Many excuses are offered by the 
wealthy residents to Burton in an ef- 
fort to explain that the inspectors were 
wrong in turning off the water. Bur- 
ton listens patiently to the complaint 
and then verifies the fact by his books 
that the water bill of the complainant 
has not been paid when due. It then 
takes the jingle of money at the cash- 
ier’s window to move Burton or to get 
him to admit that the proper time has 
arrived when the water supply should 
again be turned on. 

Many of the excuses offered are 
that no bill was sent, or that a ser- 
vant mislaid the bill and the amount 
of the bill was not known, Burton 
said. Many well known business 
men get angry when the water is 
turned off at their homes and crit- 
icise Burton for not notifying the 
owner by telephone. Burton is al- 
most always reminded, in these crit- 
icisms, that the person complaining 
is well able to pay the bills and that 
it is an outrage to turn off the water 
because the small detail of payment 
was overlooked. 

The new personal service system 
to be installed is to guard against 
the possibility that the water user 
was not notified before the water is 
turned off and will furnish a record 
for the office. Heretofore such notif- 
ication was made verbally by in- 
spectors.

“"*The President looked at me for a 
moment and then stepped down.’” 

The paper read by McCreery pointed 
out that the color-sergeant of a 
Pennsylvania regiment has been 
quoted as saying that President Lin- 
coln dodged as he first heard a bul- 
let whietle past him, and that his 
high silk hat fell from his head, 
This, McCreery says, is not true. The 
President was perfectly cool through- 
out the entire incident and it was 
the hat of another member of the 
party, a civilian, which thus fell as 
the result of a sudden “duck” at the 
sound ‘of a builet.

CARRIERE FEARED 
DOCTORS’ WRATH IN 
ASIMONT INQUES! 


“I Don’t Want to Get Into a 
Jam,’’ He Said, Discussing 
Verdict. 





After hearing the testimony of 
Miss Clara Asimont that Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Owen knew her mother, Mrs. 
Katherine Asimont; had a weak 
heart, before he administered an 
anesthetic of nitrous oxide, known as 
“laughing gas,” from which she died 
during an operation in the doctor's 
office in the Metropolitan building, 
Deputy Carriere announced Friday 
that he would reopen the inquest and 
recall Dr. Owen to testify in regard 
to it. 

Dr. Carriere yesterday changed his 
mind and allowed the verdict of ac- 
cidental death to stand. He did not 
summon Dr. Ower and closed the in- 
quest without hearing further testi- 
mony. 

Miss Asimont was not summoned 
to the inquest Thursday. She ap- 
peared voluntarily Friday at the re- 
quest of a police sergeant-who went 
to her home to make a police report 
on the case, She testified that Dr. 
Owen knew that her mother’s heart 
was weak and had treated her for 
that ailment last winter. She said 
the operation to replace a glass eye 
had been postponed a month because 
of the weak action of her. mother’s 
heart. 

The anesthetic was administered 
by Dr. I. Ross Clark. Dr. Owen was 
assisted in the operation by Dr. F. 
E. Woodruff. 

Carriere a Candidate. 

When Dr. Owen did not appear in 
the Coroner's office a second time, 
Carriere was asked by reporters 
whether he would be there. Dr. 
Carriere is a condidate for Coroner 
on the Republican ticket. : 

“No, I did not summon him,” Dr. 
Carriere said. “The more I got to 
thinking about that matter the more 
I concluded I could easily get in a 
jam. I thought I would be opposing 
the opinions of these three docters 
and probably of the entire medical 
profession. 

“I don’t want to get in a jam with 
the doctors.. There is no use for me 
to run up against a buzz saw. ; 
“I decidéad Friday to recall Dr. 
Owen and ask him to explain the 
testimony of Miss Asimont. I in- 
tended to talk to Coroner Baron about 
it, but he did not come to the office 
Friday, He was busy in the cam- 
paign, running for Public Adminis- 
trator. | i 





“T decidea that if Dr. Owen was re- 


called he would probably testify that 
he considered the woman’s heart suf- 
ficiently strong to undergo the opera- 
tion. The other doctors probably 
would testify that every precaution 
was taken to insure safety. 

“All I could do if I reopened the 
inquest would be to criticise the doc- 
tors, and that would do no good. That 
would get me in bad, and there is a 
probability that plenty of evidence 
could be had that these ‘physicians 
used their best Judgment and handled 
rfthe patient properly. 

“I am not going to render a verdict 
of criminal carelessness in this case 
and *get in bad. That is all the in- 
quiry I could make by further testi- 
mony. I don't see what good that 
would do. 

. Not Going to Get Into a Jam. 

“Probably Dr. Owen should have ex- 
plained that he treated Mrs. Asimont 
prior to the operation, but I am not 
going to get into a jam by going any 
further into this cage, 

“If the relatives of Mrs. Asfmont 
have been wronged they have their 
remedy in the civil -courts. I don’t 
think it ig proper for me to bring out 
evidence here to be used in a court 
suit. 

“The original verdict will stand.” 

The verdict recorded was that death 
was accidental and was due to as- 
phyxiation by nitrous oxide, with 
fatty degeneration of the heart as a 
contributory cause. 

Mrs. Asimont lived at 8862 Folsom 
avenue. She weighed about 270 
pounds. «The autopsy conducted by 
Autopsy Physician Meinhard showed 
she was afflicted with fatty degener- 
ation of the heart in an acute stage.

In the late 80s and the early '90s the Farmers’

Peffer, the man who owned the longest whiskers 
in the State. It was an organization of older 
men, while the Republican and Democratic parties 


were made up of young men almost exclusively. 


Whiskers and Populism became almost synony- 
mous, and Kansas rallied around whis..ers, 
as they were worn by the men who represented 
certain ideas of reform. 

During the days that Mary Ellen Lease stumped 
the State one of her favorite remarks was that 
referring to “short-haired women and long-haired 
men.” Senator John J. Ingalls was defea ed for 
the United States Senate and Peffer got his job 
as much because of the ridicule and sarcasm of 
the brilliant Ingalls toward the whiskers’ of 
Peffer as because of his opposition to the things 
Peffer advocated. : 

Peffer did not want to fight Ingalls, but In- 
galls made Peffer Senator. Peffer never did make 
a fight against the most brilliant Senator Kansas 


_ had ever had. He simply refused to support him,” 


and the whiskeied men of Kansas whipped In- 
galls.

At the time Kansas was demanding lower in-

and held him and his whiskers upto the most 
biting ridicule.

“The fact that none wore whiskers may be ac- 
cidental or the style at the time, but when we 
come to the other extreme we find meu wearing 
whiskers intentionally. Many men need whis- 
kers because of peculiar facial formations or 
blemishes. But most men are ciean-shaven. It 
is better in every .way and more sanitary. But 
when Populism came into power the growth of 
whiskers was encouraged in every way possible, 
and it seeemd that whiskers were absolutely 
necessary to political success at that time. 

“I quit shaving in 1867. I had shaved every 
day for years before that and was always both- 
ered by the wiry hair. Shaving was a pe'iod of 
toiture to me. One morning I made numerous 
uncomplimentary remarks about my razor and my 
whiskers, and also had. several painful cuts to 
show cause for those remarks. My wife looked 
at me and laughed. ‘If anything were so painful 
to me as that, I wouldn’t do it,’ she said. I de- 
cided right then and there not to shave again, 
and I haven't. 

“My beard was black as coal and reached below 
my waist at the time I became editor of the 
Farmers’ Advocate and began the work of or- 
ganizing the farmers into an organization to 
secure for them more rights in Government. 

“The Farmers’ Alliance had no part in politics. 
It was prohibited from going into or taking part 
in political fights. When those who belonged 
saw they could not accomplish anything through 
the organization itself they then organized the 
People’s party, or the Populist party, as it was 
better known. The Popuiist party was the polit- 
ical end of the Farmers’ Alliance. 


3 Whiskers Paramount Political Issue. 


“IT made hurdreds of speeches at alliance meet- 
ings in Kansas, advocating a reduction of interest 
rates, railroad regulation, postal savings banks 
to loan money to farmers, a new banking system 
and direct elections. Whiskers did not enter into 
this work at all, and as far as I know no one 
allowed his beard to grow simply because I had a 
fine one. We were in a discussion of serious 
things and trying to work out something tangi- 


‘ble to offer the country for our relief. 


“Whiskers did not become a politica! issue un- 
til Ingalls began his tour of ridicule and sarcasm. 
I had represented ce'ta'n ideas of gavernment 
and this attack on my pe sonal appewance was 
construed as an attac , vei’ed and cunninz, on 
these ideas I had so long advocated, an’ this 
brought about the protest that compelled the 
organization of the Populist party aud cent me to 


there was not an alliance meeting nor a me@t- 
ing of the Populists where whiskers did not pre- 
dominate. Every man wore whiskers then, and 
during the years when the Populist party was 
strongest in Kansas and in other states whiskered 
men were its controlling forces. 

“When the younger men, without whiskers, 
came into control the party decayed. No one will 
say that whiskers had anything to do with thia 
fall or that they had anything to do with the rise 
of the party. That would be foolish. Whiskers 
were simply a manifestation, an incident, a rally- 
ing ground. Whisiéred men in Kansas could 
speak on common ground. Men grew whiskers 
and fought for Populism and its ideas as a rebuke 
to the other parties which held us up to ridicule.” 


Doom of Whiskered Races. ‘ 


Senator Peffer is gathering a great deal of in- 
formation about whiskers in the political, relig- 
ious and business history of the world, and the 
chapter in his book will be really interesting. 
Senator Peffer has eight scrapbooks containing 
cartoons of himself and his whiskers, and these 
will go into the Historical Society archives as 
part of his memoirs. . 

The Bible and all other historical and religious 
works contain much about whiskers in ancient 
times. In Leviticus it is shown to be the law 
to wear full beards. Again, in Bsekiel, the shaven 
are mentioned, and in Second Samuel is told the 
story of how the Prince of Ammon took the 
ambassadors of the King of Israel, David, shaved 
half their faces and sent them home in disgrace. 

The Slav, Celt and Hebrew races are all recog- 
nized by the luxuriance of their beards, and these 
three divisions of the white race are all under 
the domination of the beardless. The whiskered 
army of Israel fell before the smooth-shaven 
Egyptians, and afterward before the Romans. 

The Romans were smooth-shaven and con- 
quered the Gauls, Germans, Helvetians, Hebrews 
and the tribes of North Africa. Scipio was the 
first great Roman to shave, and he was the con- 
queror of Carthage. Alexander made his legions 
shave before going into battle with the Persians.

HE Mississippi Valley 
will have another 
big earthquake’ be- 
fore a great while,’ 
says Prof. WJ Mc- 
Gee, who foretold 
the San Francisco 
quake and warned 
Alaska eight years 
ago against the now 
active Katmai _ vol- 
cano. 

“The cause of the 

New Madrid earth- 
quake remains,’ says this eminent scientist, who 
made an official report of the Charleston earth- 
quake to Congress for the United States Geodetic 
Survey. “It was caused hy sediment carried down 
to the delta by the Mississippi River until the 
weight of the deposit broke the back-of the val- 
ley, so to speak, and that condition will recur 
from time to time so long as water flows.” 

Prof. McGee has joined with every other stu- 
dent of seismology in declaring the New Madrid 
earthquake the most stupendous in history. No- 
where else has an earthquake so changed the con. 
tour of the earth as that in the New Madrid dis- 
trict did. The recent earthquake which de- 
stroyed the city of Messina was a mere tremor 
compared to that which made the famous Sunken 
Lands of Arkansas and Missouri, and created 
Reelfoot Lake, in Tennessee, That tremendous 
terrestrial convulsion rendered a district more 
than 300 miles long almost unrecognizable to 
— who had known it before the great earth- 
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Position of the ‘‘Sunken Lands.’’ 


quake lifted it bodily and dropped it into some 
giant subterranean cavern. 

None of the other great earthquakes of history 
equaled the violence of that one, which spent 
its fury upon a wilderness containing a mere 
handful of pioneers, Beginning on the night of 
-§ December 15, 1811, with a series of violent ter- 
-frestial convulsions, it reached its climax on 
i January 23, 1812, when the Sunken Lands went 
down, and did not cease to shake the valley un- 
till the following Mepch. 








Hundred to One Thousand Years 


That was an earthquake. Years ago. when the 
reports of its ravages were doubted, scientists 
came from Europe to see for themseles. It is 


» one of the few instances i& history where an 


earthquake has appreciably altered the surface

of the earth over a considerable district. It 1s 
absolutely unrivaled in history in the variety 
and continuity of its phenomena. The New 
fadrid earthquake had two distinct motions— 
the vertical and the. horizontal. It alternately 
lifted the surface of the earth to drop it, and 
caused it to undulate like a crawling monster. It 
opened great fissures from the northeast to the 
southwest, some of them shallow, others deep, 
and many of them half a mile long. It emitted 
from some of these fissures a sulphurous sub- 
stance upon which a blade of grass has never 
since grown, from others hot water, from others 
mud, and from still others nothing but pure sand. 

It was accompanied by thunder in the bowels 
of the earth. It changed the course of the 
Mississippi River, caused the great stream at 
times to flow back on itself for as much as ten 
miles, made hills of hollows and hollows of 
hills, and destroyed and made islands. It dropped 
some parts of the district with- such precision 
that one passing through the Sunken Lands in 








-. boat. years afterward could look down in the 


lear water on the still upright trees of the 
‘orest. 

“The only respect in which any other earth- 
yuake in history is to be mentioned in the same 
breath with that in the Mississippi Valley,” says 
Prof. McGee, “is in the loss of life. Seismic 
nhenomena that would have destroyed the city of 
London and probably killeqd more than half of 


‘the people in it killed almost no one and did 


not destroy more than $50,000 worth of property. 
It dropped about half of the town of New Madrid 
into the river. Beyond that it killed only a 
few boatmen and an occasional pioneer... Some 
stock which had been grazing on high prairi« 
land drowned when the earth suddenly subsided 
and the river rushed in and covered it over. 
People for the most part lived in log houses, 
which do not easily shake to pieces, so that 
even this most common cause of death in an 
earthquake was not present when the Sunken 
Lands were made. Indeed, it barely became his- 
torical at all. Had it occurred a century before 


it did we should either not have heard of it at 
all or had but the most meager accounts of what 
occurred.” 

There was read at a meeting of the Illinois 
Historical Society a few years ago by Dr. Berry 
of Southern Illinois a series of reminiscences of 
the great earthquake which the Doctor had col- 
lected in the course of a life-time in that part of 
the State. Among other stories given him was 
one of a family which had a bell on a post out 
in the yard. Whenever the bell rang, the family 
rushed out of doors to avoid the danger of falling 
timbers. The old gentleman who related this ex- 
perience said that from December 15 until the 
middle of the following March scarcely a day 
passed that the bell did not ring, and sometimes 
it rang almost continvously for days at a time. 
He said that as a boy he had often been wakened 
by the violent ringing of the alarm bell and the 
heaving of the bed, and had become so accus- 
tomed to taking headlong leaps through the 
window in his nightshirt that he acquired the 
agility of a cat. 

Some years ago there was conducted for the 
Johns Hopkins University a series of seismic ob- 
servations in the vicinity of the New Madrid dis- 
trict. All of these slight tremors which are 
common to St. Louis and the valley below we e 
recorded, together with their direction, the time 
at which they occurred, and the severity of the 
shock. It was in this way determined beyond a 
doubt that al] these little quakes originate in 
the New Madrid district and radiate outward 
from one to three hundred miles. The si~nifi- 
cance of this is apparent: There is a week place 
in the crust of the earth in the New Madrid 
district. 

“That ‘weak spot,” says Prof. McGee, “was 
scarcely the work of the single great series of 
quakes in 1811-12. It has probably been shaken 
many times, just as it will no doubt be shaken 
many times. more. Earthquakes usually repeat 
themselves. In a country long settled, as Sicily 
has been, earthquakes are historical from time 
to time through thousands of years. The quake 
that shook San Francisco was not the first severe 
wrench that coast has had, nor will it be the 
last. Cartago, in Ccsta Rico, was utterly de- 
stroyed in 19*0 for the third time in 400 years. 
An isolated case like that of Charleston is ex- 
tremely rare in seismology. Violent earthquakes 
are almost never known in virgin territory. This 
is because, as I have pointed out in the case of 
the New Madrid quake, the cause which produces 
them remains. It is true of volcanoes in the 
same way. A region is either volcanic, or it is 
not. It is also seismic, or it is not. The Mis- 
sissippi Valley is seismic. It will always have 
its earthquakes, and it would be blinking the 
scientific truth, in the light of what has hap- 
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pened, 
terrific. 

“It is difficult to realize how much sediment 
the Mississipi River carries to its delta. If one 
passes down the river and into the Guif, he may 
get some idea what the deposit is like. At the 
point where the river debouches the shore line 
bulges into the Gulf for miles, and upon both sides 
of it is the delta, wholly made by the river mud. 
Se vast a deposit has its effect. It is approxi- 
mately 400 feet be'ow St. Louis, and 300 feet 
below the Sunken Lands. Whenever the weight 
becomes too great, the backbone of the valley 
snaps at the weak point. When this happens the 
crust of the earth rises in some places, slips 
down in others, grinds, wrenches, turns topsy- 
turvey. How long the intervals are between 
breaks we have no means ‘of knowing. The 
valley has been settled but a little more than 190 
years. Anything that occurred before the whites 
came into it would not be known except as the 
geologist could detect it in the disturbance of 
the earth. If I were guessing, which a scientist 
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Ran out when the bell rang. 


dislikes to do, I would say that between the 
great quakes in the New Madrid district there is 
an interval of from 500 to 1,000 years. It may 
be less than that, and it may be more. One can- 
not tell. We could, if we tried, estimate. the 
weight of the deposit at the mouth of the river, 
but inasmuch as we do not know what the break- 
ing point up in the valley is, we should gain 
nothing by such an estimate, and it is therefore 
not worth making.” 

Prof, McGee is a great believer in the periodic- 
ity of natural phenomena. Some years ago he 
was on Mount Hood. He observed that one 
sleeping upen the side of the mountain got more 
we>nth from the ground than from the blanket. 
His conclusion was that the volcanic fires of the 
Northwest Coast region were not dead, but slept. 
Subsequently he sounded a warning of earth- 
quakes on the lower coast and volcanoes in the 
newer volcanic region to the North, and within 
the next year came the terrible Frisco quake. 

It is the regret of every student of seismology 
that the New Madrid earthquake was so inade- 
quately observed. There was, indeed, but one 
competent observer of it. That was Captain 
Nicholas Roosevelt, a great-uncle of Theodore

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THE SUNKEN LANDS. 


T: Sunken Lands, which include corners of Missouri, 
unlike any other earthquake district on earth. Far from either the sea or the moun- 
tains, they do not present those sharp contrasts of depth and height regarded by Milne 
as. the principal cause of mo:t eariiguakes. There are no weak walls in the crust of the earth 
there such as those to which sefience attribttes the great earthquakes at Lisbon, Messina, 
Valparaiso and San Francisco. 

The cause of the New Madrid earthquake was peculiar to the Mississipp! Valley, and un- 
til Prof. McGee reached the conclusion that the weight of deposits at the mouth of the river 
were responsible, there was no scientific theory of what caused the Sunken Lands to?’go down. 
Reelfoot Lake is the most striking feature of the gmeat sink. Absolutely created by the earth- 
quake, it is 20 miles long and seven miles wide, and its depth at some points is as great as 


Humboldt saw the Sunken Lands, but he was unable to advance any theory of their crea- 
Distant alike from the sea, from the mountains and from any volcano, he called them re- 
leaving the future to determine what caused them.

Roosevelt. Captain Roosevelt had a few days be 
fore left Pittsburg with the first steamboat in the 
West. This was the New Orleans, of which the 
inventor Fulton was one of the owners. The 
steamer touched at New Madrid, on her way to 
New Orleans, on December 15, 1811. She was 
tied up there when the first shock of the great 
earthquake came. Torn from her moorings by 
the convulsions of the earth, and set adrift in 
the darkness, together with buildings, flat boats 
and uprooted trees, the steamer was in a fair 
way to be lost when the crew succeeded in get- 
ting up steam. and enabling her Captain to guide 


her to safety down the river. Captain Roose 
velt’s description of what happened that night is 
not only the most thrilling earthquake story ex- 
tant, but the one narrative from which science 
has been able to judge what happened. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who accompanied her ‘husband, was 
terror-stricken, and unable to give any account of 
what. she heard and saw. The townspeople were 
almost all similarly stricken. One man kept 
his head—saved his boat—and told the story. 
But for him science would have from that uns 
paralleled earthquake no more than it ean see 
and the folk lore of a few wooem<en.

To Perpetuate 


RIENDS of Richard Wagner assembled in 
F convention at Leipsig recently and took 

the fir¢t steps toward organizing a na- 
tional movement for the perpetuation of the 
“Parsifal” monopoly. This monopoly,. which has 
hitherto been the exclusive privilege of the 
composer’s widow, Frau Cosima Wagner, with the 
exception of the so-called “piracy” of Heinrich 
“onried and Henry W. Savage in the United 
States, will expire by law next year. 


The Leipsic convention seeks to bring pres- 
sure to bear by legal enactment or personal 
suasion on the theater managers of Europe not 
to avail themselves of the freedom which they 
will have to produce “Parsifal” after 1913. 

It ig asserted that neither Frau Cosima nor 
the composer’s son, Siegfried, is in any way as- 
sociated with the movement. Those back of it 
include Prof.. Engelbert Humperdink, Max Kling- 
er, and others wellknown in the musical and 
artistic world. 

The German press, commenting on the project, 
regards it aS a more or less hopeless enterprise. 
It is pointed out, however, that the Germans

Upon his appointment to Paris Sir Lionel 
established a home for his family at Arachon, 
where he was known as Count West and the 
woman as the Countess. 

One of the daughters of this union was Vic- 
toria Josephine, another Flora, and the son bore 
the name of Ernest Henri Jean Baptiste. 

Pepita Duran, the former dancer, otherwise 
“Countess West,” died in March, 1871, end there 
appeared in the Paris papers of the time the 
following: 

“Lionel de Sackville-West, First Secretary of 
the British Embassy in Paris, and Minister 
Plenipotentiary par interim, begs his friends 
and acquaintances to be present at one of the 
masses held in the Church of Notre Dame on 
Aug. 21 for the repose of the soul of Josephine, 
Countess de Sackville-West, his wife.”’ 

This announcement made the*romance public. 

It surprised the old families of Great Britain 
and immediately raised a question as to the 
status of the children. The Countess of Derby, 
Sir Lionel’s sister, threw the weight of her so 
cial influence on the side of the daughters and 
this established them. 
_ It was at this time that John Scott came to 
know the elder daughter, Victoria Josephine, 
who was then ten years old. He knew her only 
as a child romping about the: diplomat’s subur- 
ban villa, but his fondness for her continued 
throughout all the years which followed, during 
which he became immensely wealthy. 

From Paris Sir Lionel was sent first to Argen- 
tina, then to Spain, and in 1881 to Washington 
as British Minister. The dancer’s daughters 
accompanied him, and Victoria Josephine, just 
turning into womanhod, became the chatelaine 
of the embassy and a leader in Washington s0- 
ciety. 

Seven years thereaftér, by the death of his 
brother, Sir Lionel succeeded to the title of 
Lord Sackville, and it was about the same time 
that he, by writing a letter advising a former 
British subject living in this country how to 
vote in the Cleveland-Harrison campezign, had 
his passports returned to him by President 
Cleveland, and ‘he returned to Knole Park, Kent, 
Fingland, discredited. 


; Son Seeks Recognition as Heir. 

In the mean time Victoria sosepnine haq mar- 
ried her cousin, Lionel Edward Sackville-West 
and had gone to live on the Kent estate.

Sir John’s Paris home was the tamous cha 
teau and gardens of Bagatelle, which are valuea 
at close upon $2,000,000. This chateau was buiJt 
by the Count of Artois in the eightcenth cen- 
tury on a wager which he had made with Queen 
Marie Antoinette that such an establishment 


cculd be constructed in 100 days. Having won. 


the wager, the Count presented the chateau to 
the Queen, saying that it was a mere bagatelle. 

The third Marquis of Hertford, the Lord 
Steyne of Thackeray’s ‘Vanity Fair.” became 
the owner of the chateau, and from him it passed 
to the fourth Marquis, and later to Sir Richard 
Wallace. Through the will of Lady Wallace it 
passed into the possession of Sir John, who also 
received a bequest in cash of $3,500,000. 

If the search for the missing codicils to Sir 
John’s will, which is being made in three coun- 
tries, fails to bring them to light, a considerable 
portion of the great estate will go to Lady Sack- 
ville. It will come in handy, for Knole Park 
cannot be maintained in style upon so small 
a sum as the estate’s earnings. The Sackvilles 
are not among the wealthy peers.

The Equal Suffrage Association, on the other 
hand, makes a specialty of the labor unions, be- 
fore which Dr. Graham has made many speeches, 
sually resulting in a vote of indor sement, 


The Franchise League has scored @ striking ads 


vantage over its rival by organizing an. automo-. 


bile tour to spread the gospel of suffrage all over 
the State. The plan had its inception last April 
at an enthusiastic convention held in Indianapolis. 
Former Vice-President Charles W. Fairbanks wel- 
comed the delegates and Miss Virginia Brooks, 
called the ‘‘Joan of Arc” of West Hammond, Ind., 
from her victorious ficht ‘to reform the politics 
ol that city, made a speech urging her sisters to 
go into politics because of the benefit they could 
bestow in purifying municipal government. 

It was then that the league decided to raise 
$5000 to carry on an automobile campaign. Miss 
Harriet Noble, t easu ei of the body, explcined 
that at least $1000 would be neede@ by October to 
accomplish the work as planned, and th’s amount 
was quic' ly guaranteed among the tenibers them- 
selves. It is said that the league has assurances 
that the remainder. will be forthcoming as svon 
as it is needed. 

Before the convention adjourned it went on 
record as demanding a ‘new State const'tution 
providing for the enfranchisement of women. 
The new constitution proposed by Gov. Marshall, 
to be voted ou at the election in November, was 
rotindly denounced, both in discussion and in a 
resolution adopted as follows: 

“Resolved, That we emphatically condemn the 
so-called Marshall “constitution on the g: ound 
that it is revolutionary in chavacter, and also 
because it ignores the women cf the State!” 

In the discussion of the suffraze question in 
general the league decided that the violent mens- 
ures adopted and advocate] by the suffracists 
of other lands should not be followed or approved. 
This action was ta en in spite afte tact that one 


of the prominent members of the league, Miss 
Mary Winter, a young society girl, was in the 
great. suffrage parade in London a year or so ago, 
just before King George’s coronation ceremonies. 
She rode a horse at the head of the United States 
section and has since her return been in warm 
sympathy with the militant Englishwomen who 
are fighting S80 unconventionally for their cause. 

Miss Winter is one of the directors of the leagie 
and is taking an active part in the campaign. An- 
other active worker at the Stats convention and 
yne who presided at some of the sessions was Mrs. 
Meredith Nicholson, a vice-presiden:, the wife of

The first stop was at Wesffield, Ind., and, as 
their coming had been announced, a warm wel- 
come awaited the suffragists. The movement 
already had champions there. Mrs. N. O. Sten- 
brough and Mrs. Anna D. Stephens had interested 
themselves in the work, and when the Indianap- 
olis party arrived a president and vice-president 
of the Westfield branch were found waiting to 
begin work. These self-appointed Westfield suf- 
fragists also volunteered to organize the town of 
Carmel, not far distant. 

The automobile party proceeded to Noblesville. 
where handbills were distributed right and le*:. 
The suffragists had some competition at this place, 
for just a short time previously a show company 
had billed tne town, and the publie mind was; 
vmewhat excited. However, when the suffra- 
gists handed out dodgers of different colors, bear- 
ing a variety of reading matter, the show’s 
posters were cast aside. 

Mrs. Grace Julian Clarke found a crowd of men 
at one of the corners of the town and made a 
speech. Other towns included in the itinerary of 
the .first party were Sheridan, Frankfort and 
Allisonville. The suffragists were well pleased 
with their opening of the campaign and say that 
the same plan will be followed in every part of 
the State. 

There was an incident at Westfield that brought 
hearty laughs from the visitors and at the same 
time gave a practical lesson to the women. One 
of those who welcomed the Indianapolis party was 
Miss Maud Morris, who had just returned from a 
two years’ visit to California. While there she 
took a great interest in the cause of women and 
helped in the campaign which won the suffrage 
in that State. In welcoming the visitors she told 
a joke on herself. She was living in Los Angeles 
and had registered in a certain precinct for the 
municipal election, Then she forgot all about it 
and moved to another precinct shortly before elec- 
tion day, thus losing her vote. She cited this as 
an example to the women that they must 
be on the watch for their own interests. 

The workers will not content themselves with 
merely making public their views and asking for 
sympathy, which has been the plan in the past 
and has availed little, but the effort will be much 
mor tirect and aggressive. Appeals will be made 
to the voters direct.to go to the polls and vote 
for men who are favorable to the suffrage cause 
and who will work for certain measures which the 
suffragists are interested in. It is vianned to in- 
form every candidate for public office in the State 
of the advanced work of the women for the ballot 
in Indiana, the United States and the world. 

They will ask each candicate to declare himself 
on the subject of equal suffrage.

be qualified to vote intelligently if suf- 
frage becomes a reality. 


The women say that they will frown down ma- 
chine tactics and steam-roller methods within 
their ranks and that there will be no place for 
“bossesses.” But the men point to the fact there 
are already factions among the suffragists, and 
declare ‘that if they enter politics they wl find 
there are always two sides to every question and 
that the women will not be any more able to agree 
among themselves than the men. 


This has been borne out in the formation of 
the Equal Suffrage Association, which, while hav- 
ing the same ultimate object in view, is carrying 
its message to a different cl*ss of people and in a 
different way. ‘This association in its organiza- 
tion received much assistance from Mayor Shank 
of Indianapolis. When a meeting was held one 
day he was invited to speak. When it ¢coveloned 
during some cf the talks by the women that they 
playred to hold another meeting in a month or 
two the Mayor jumped to his feet and exclaimed: 
“That's no way to do it! I am a politician and 
I'll give you some pointers. We'll organize just 
like the men do for a city campaign, and we'll 
lase no time about it. We'll not meet next month. 
We'll meet next Monday and we'll pame our ward 
committeemen right now. You must go into every 
precinct and talk to the voters themselves.” 

Before the meeting adjourned the Mayor had 
every city ward apportioned. The women caught 
the spirit and have been proceeding according to 
his advice ever since. 

The Woman's Franchise League is planning a 
demonstration in Indianapolis at the time of the 
Republican State convention this summer to 
name a State ticket. The league was unsucceesful 
in getting recognition from the Democratic State

They have caught hold of the 
rails just as your hands grip the repe in a tug of 
war, and they take a fresh hold every fraction of 
a second. The tendency is to pull the top or head 
off the rail, to pull it all to pieces.

But we have stated only one-half the tension 
strain. This strain is reversing all the time;' for 
while the huge drivers are pulling one part of the 
rail toward them, they are pushing another part 
away from them. This plucking and spurning, 
hauling and kicking, tension and compression 
goes on coatinuously. Complete reversing from 
compression to tension or back again takes place 
with every half turn of a driving wheel, and at a 
frightfully rapid rate. The marvel is that the 
rail is not ground to powder.
